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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an apphcation for patent, pubhshed under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed imder the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ghoshal et al 
(6,832,036, filed 10-1 1-2002). Ghoshal et al disclose optical waveguide structures comprising 
siloxane resin as core material. The siloxane polymer comprises structural units "X" and "Y" 
wherein "FG" can be an epoxy group containing a substituent selected from (e) through (i), and 

can be a cyclic siloxane unit, as shown in columns 2-3. Onium salt cationic initiators and 
ultraviolet radiation curing are taught. The disclosed core material is light transmitting. Cladding 
materials for the optical waveguide can be a siloxane or fluorinated siloxane having a lower 
refractive index that the core (coliimn 3, lines 53-55). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ghoshal et al, as 
applied to claim 1 above, and for the following reasons. The method steps set forth in instant 
claim 1 1 are taught in column 4, lines 20-52. However, the difference is that Ghoshal et al do not 
teach using the same siloxane composition for each cladding and core layer, as set forth in 
instant claim 11. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention 
to employ the siloxane material disclosed by Ghoshal et al for the core material of the waveguide 
for each of the cladding materials in the method disclosed in column 4 for the following reasons. 
Ghoshal et al teach that the core and cladding layers should have refractive indexes differing by 
at least 0.02(column 2, lines 12-16). Ghoshal et al also teach that the effective molecular weight 
and viscosities of the siloxane polymers may be varied and that the siloxane polymers can 
optionally be included in the cladding (column 7, lines 57-62, and column 13, lines 46-51). Thus 
Ghoshal et al suggest that the siloxanes can have differing refractive indexes and can be used for 
both core and cladding.
